“GOD-FISH” OF THE MAORIS 


The legendaiy“lore of the Maori, 
with its pleturcsque imagery, ranks 
high jn the chronisles of days when 
the world was young. Candidly, 
this is a “flah story.” Perhaps, Ike 
the curnte’s egg, it may be regarded 
with suapicion, and carry 4 verdict 


of “good in parts,” . 


It fs nn irrefutable fact that a 
Jone fish, known as “Pelorus Jack,” 
classed by naturalists as Risso’s 
dolphin (Grampus griseus), of 
bluish-white colour, and measuring 
about 14ft. frisked for many yeors 
in the placid waters of the lovely 
Pelorus Sound, in the South Inland 
cf New Zealand, just across Cook 
Stralt from Wellington.” Old-time 
skippers, who over a quarter of 4 
century ago took their ahips through 
the Sound on the trip from Welling- 
tan to Nelson, declared that “Jack” 
had been known to them for aa 
imany years an they could remember. 
It was tha habit of the strange 
cetacean, day or night, to meet 
steamers bound for Nelson by way 
of the French Pass—a turbulent 
channel séparating «the: mainJand 
from D'Urville daland, and navig- 
able only at flood tide—at the mouth 
of Pelorus Sound, and “pilot” them 
to the Pass. : 


Jack in Sight. 


1 saw him one glorious: Summer 
morning, 30 odds years oxo, as the 
ald steamer Penguin, of the Union 
Steamship Cumpany, ploughed the 
Sound, after a night call at Picton. 
There came a hail from the bridge 
that “Jack” was in sight, ‘and for 
an hour I watched him gambol about 
the bows of the atesmer until she 
had nosed her way to the entrance 
to the Piss, Then he disappeared. 
The theory of the time was thatthe 
fish was aMicted with parasites, and 
rubbed against the ahips to rid him- 
“Igelf of them. But’ that ‘probably 
was a phantasy, =, * : 

The Maori legend attached to the 
fish is that he was a taniwha, or 
god-fish. Aecons ago, according ‘to 
the well-known — historian, Mr. 


James Cowan,’ in his thonumental 
work on: New Zealand, published in 
1908, this taniwha fish, Kaikal-a- 
waro, then in tho hey-dey of his 
vigour and avowed ‘ perpetual life, 
Hved in a son enve at tho mouth of 
Pelorus Sound, “His rangatira 
(chief ‘or owner) was Matua- 
Hautere. The great fish delighted 
fn escorting the Maori canocs pass- 
{nz slong the coast towards 
Whaokatu; now known a8 Nelson. 
He was. a denevolent ~gdd-fish, 
though women and thildren’on ‘sec- 
ing him would sometimes cry out 
in affright, regarding him as a 
man-swallowing monstor. 


. Maork Legerid. 

There ved upon the island of 
Rangitoto (D'Urville' Island, as it 
was known tovlay), just to the north 
of Polorus and the French Pass, a 
Maori maiden of high birth named 
Winepoupov, who married a chief, 
Maninipounamu, and ved with him 
on Arapawn Isiand, Queen Charlotte 
Sound. He proved a fickle husband, 
and having set eyes on another 
maiden, whom he considered more 
desirable, decided to rid himself of 
his wife. So with a,party’ he 
canced her 30 miles across the 
Strait to the island of Kapitl, and 
bid her go and gather ‘a sweet- 
xcented plant, much. in domand. 
This occupied her several hours, 
When she returned to the enmping 
place her husband’s cnitoe “was but 
a black speck upon the blue waters 
which stretched between the ate 
and the mainiand.” t , 

To all intents and purposes it 
wasn. successful marooning of the 
unwanted ‘wife, But the legend 
goes on to relate that Hinepoupou, 


not to be outdone, resolved to'awim, 


the Strait, and square accounts with 
the falthicss one. “Tt was o long 
swim," says Cowan, in recounting 
the legend, “far outdolng Hincmoa’s 
much sung swim across Rotorua 
Lake to her lover on Mokofa Island. 
As she swam she was buoyed up by 
xreat thoughts and by sacred in- 
crntations to the’ Maori gods and 


sca deltles of her peéple —the 
Ocenhides and Triton.” 
“A Long Swim, : 

Far away. across the sea the 
taniwha (afterwards , known as 
“Pelorus Jack’) necording to the 
legend, heard the cry of Hincpoupou 
and ‘answered it. He found. the 
chieftainess. -and guided and sup- 
ported her to land, “bearing her’ up 
as anfely and sorencly aa tho mer- 
maid - on ‘a dolphin’s back.”?) The 
gods calmed the usually turbulent 
wators of the Strait for her passage. 
So, acu travelling, she passed the 
grim rocks Ngawhatu (where the 
lighthouse known as The Brothers 
light now*stands) and presently, 08 
she neared the mountainous coast 
of the South Island, sho rested for 
a while on a half tido rock, ‘‘*Here 
to-day you will, if you look in tho 
right place, sce a round rock over 
which as the surf rolls in long 
tendrils of scakelp swirl and stream 
and float on the waves like a 
woman’s,,,pair. That rock, in the 
fancifil Jore of the Mnari, Is Hine- 
poupows head, and the swaying 
seaweed {8 her hair”. ” > 

Tho legend carrics a tragic 
sequel. The deserted wife returned 
to her istand home, and, concealling 
herself from” her husband, lald her 
plans for “utu’—the Maori curse. 
The chieftain and a number of his 
pebple put out to sca on a fishing 
expedition. His wife invoked the 
gods of the occan and sky to destroy 
the fishers. And they ‘did. “All 
the canoes,” it is related, “were lost 
with everyone aboard, wrarked In a 
furious storm, and Monini was 
drowned with the rest of the 
crews.” “Kaiton” (nerve = them 
right) sald Hincpoupou. 

His Departure: 

That ends tho imaginative Maort 
version of the fable, but up till tl 
time of the disappearance of the 
mysterious pilot fish o few years 
ago, the Pelorus Maories inalated 
tha€ he was the very fish that assist- 
ed the chieftainess Hinepoupou in 
her long swim across the Strait and 
piloted her safely to shore, 

“Jack” in 1904 was protected, by 
special Order-in-Council by tho 
New Zealand Gevernment—probably 
the only fish in the world to be 
accorded such distinction. _.He 
met his favourite bonts for many 
years afterwards. Then he eudden- 
ly “disappeared, and-the Sound Imew 
him no more. There wag a sits: 
picion that some fishing adventurer 
had cither harpooned .or shot him, 


but {{ was never proved. Probably] . 


he had renched his allotted span, 
and went the way of his | fore- 
fnthers.—L. C. W. in Sydney Morn- 
ing Herald.

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Is Count Uchida Bluffing ? 


O new light hus been shed upon the Manchurian affair by the 

declaration of Count Uchida in the Japanese Diet on Thursday 
and it is once again evident that no definite step will be taken by 
any of the parties concerned until after the publication of the 
Lytton report, The Japanese Foreign Minister merely reiterated 
the views of his predecessor in office and exhibited an equal ability 
in the art of expressing platitudes, insincere interpretations and 
delibeyate misconstruction of facts. The same old arguments are 
used and the same tax is pluced on the credulity of even the least- 
informed of observers, ‘fhe main speculation on the statement 
centres on its significance as a warning to Geneva and to the Lyt- 
ton Commission. The report of the League Commission of Inquiry 
will be completed within a week or two and it would seem that 
Count Uchida timed his announcement to give it the nature of a 
threat. Just how much of that warning is sheer blpff will be proved 
by subsequent events, Japan has reached a critical point in her 
development as a nation and the severe economic crisis has weaken- 
ed the autocratic power of the militarists. Unrest has been mani- 
fested within the Island Empire ever since Japan was forced to 
abandon the gold standard at the end of last year, and while the 
violent outbreaks of assassination and riots have ‘somewhat abated 
the country isin an extremely disturbed state. In the event of 
Japan engaging on a large-scale war it is highly improbable that a 
Over 60 per cent. of ‘the popula- 
tion are engaged in agricultural pursuits and are ignorant of for- 
eign affairs and the advantages, if any, of ghnexation of-outaide tex- 
ritory. At the outset of .the Manchurian affair, when Japanese 
troops. were registering frequent and decisive victories it was easy 
for Tokyo leaders to delude the people but the disastrous adventure 
at Shanghai disillusioned many and the poverty, and distress Jiow 
prevalent throughout the country have changed the temper of. the 
people.

“Conditions were just about, 
ax bad as I have ever seen on, 
this part of the coast,” said one 
of the Ranpura officers when 
seen by « “Sunday Herall" re- 
porter yesterday morning. 

“We were delayed almost as 
soon ax we left Shanghai,” he 
continued. “We left the North- 
erm port on Tuesday and we had 
to anchor in the river the same 
evening at 7 p.m. to waif for the 
weather to clear before putting 
out to sea. We stayed there 
until midday on Wednesday. 
After leaving the river we ex- 
perienced everything that aj 
‘sailor dreads, the worst element 
being the fog. Heavy seas and 
driving rain, the aftermath of 
the typhoon which hit the coast 
near Foochow, did not improve 
matters, but we managed to 
make fairly good headway until 
nearing Hong Kong, where fog 
made us proceed cautiously.” *

EVACUATE CHAPEI | 


| PANIC FOLLOWS VISIT OF 


UNARMED MARINES 
JAPANESE ARE WARY 


(From Our Own. Correspondent). 


Shanghai, Yesterday. _ 
Chinese are streaming out of Chapei and into 
1' the International Settlement, driven by a panic 
4 which has spread like a prairie fire through the 
‘rabbit-warren streets and alleys of the crowded 
city. Scenes. of hurried abandoning of homes, re- 
1 miniscent of the days of real warfare between 
Chinese and Japanese troops along the Chapei 
: boundary, are being re-enacted. 

The exodus is by no meang general, but since 
Friday many thousands .of alarmed people have 
come into the International Settlement or crossed 
into Nantao. ; 

Tt Ja understood that the reason 
for the precipitable evacuation 
was the appearunce, some days 
2 ago, of a party of unarmed 
Japanesg marines, ostensibly 
‘sight-seeing in the districts re- 
2' cently bombarded by Japanese 
1 artillery and aeroplanes, and 
O where the 19th Route Army- 
2+ made its’defence line.
